Council ok’s use of car by fire chief 


The Elba City Council met 
Monday evening with all members 
present and taking an active part in 
the business of the day. 

The council suspended the rules 
and adopted an ordinance to allow 
the demolition of the former Gunter 
Dunn building that was recently 


deeded to the City of Elba. The 
council heard recommendations that 
the building be removed because it 
was not economical to repair the 
facility that has stood empty for a 
number of years, has suffered 
extensive roof leak damage, broken 
glass, loss and/lack of insulation, 


broken and missing heating and 
cooling units, etc. 

Council members voted to solicit 
bids on the removal of the building 
with the successful bidder retaining 
one 40-foot I-beam for use by the city 
and having the right to salvage the 
balance of the materials for personal 


Takeover attempt of National 


Security is topic of hearing 


Public hearings began this week 
before the Alabama Dept. of 
Insurance concerning the contro- 
versial takeover attempt of the 
National Security Insurance 
Company by a New Orleans financier 
who has stated he would ‘‘fire all 
National Security employees except 
the salesmen’’ if his takeover 
attempt was successful. 

During the opening day of the 
hearings on Monday, Jan. 11, Louis 
J. Roussel, the majority stockholder 
of the Victory Financial Group of 
New Orleans which owns the Mutual 
Savings Life Insurance Company, 
admitted to the insurance board that 
he would fire the employees if he 
took over the company, and stated 
his main interest would lie with the 
**stockholders and not the company 


employees.”’ 

Executives of National Security, 
headquartered in Elba, are fighting 
Roussel and have asked the 
insurance department to cancel the 
sale of 22 percent of the company’s 
stock to Mutual Savings, which is 
headquartered in Decatur. 

Companies purchasing stock in 
excess of five percent of an insurance 
company must have the sale 
approved by the insurance depart- 
ment and the hearings are being 
held to give the department a clear 
understanding of the possible sale. 
Following the end of the hearings, 
Insurance Commissioner Jack 
Greeno will have 30 days to make a 
ruling on the proposed sale. 

National Security officials are 
leery of a plan by Roussel to 


purchase over 50 percent of the 
company’s stock, which would give 
him control of the company. Roussel 
stated in a Dec. 3 deposition that he 
planned to acquire more than 50 
percent of the company. 

While on the stand Monday, 
Roussel declared the sale would not 
harm National Security, as stated by 
the National Security executives, and 
an attorney representing Mutual 
Savings testified that the company’s 
assets had tripled since the sale to 
Roussel’s group in 1970. 

The subject of numerous 
inquiries by the Internal Revenue 
Service and Justice Department, the 
highly publicized Louisiana million- 
aire noted his clean record during 
the hearing and stated he had never 
been indicted or arrested. 


Eradication program is success in siate 


The Alabama Dept; of Public 
Safety reported recently that 
marijuana plants valued at over $128 
million were destroyed during the 
state’s ‘*Domestic Marijuana Eradi- 
cation Program’’ in 1987 and that 
between March and November the 
Operation netted 160,272 plants 
found growing in 1,358 plots in 64 
counties through6ut the state. 

“The program is a combined 
effort of local police departments, 
sheriffs’ offices and federal and state 
agencies that depend on citizen 
involvement to help _ jocate 
marijuana,’’ stated Col. Thomas H. 
Wells, public safety director. ‘‘The 
Dept. of Public Safety narcotics unit 
coordinates the program, which is 
sponsored nationwide by the United 
States Drug Enforcement Agency. 
Since the inception of the program in 
1982 the cooperative effort of law 
enforcement agencies to locate and 
destroy Alabama's domestic 
marijuana crop has proven extremely 
effective."’ 

State trooper pilots provide aerial 
observation for the program and 


INB1 Domestic MARITUANA ERADICATION TROGRAM 
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have become increasingly successful 
at locating marijuana from the air, 
according to Col. Wells, who added 
that once the illegal drug is located, 
state and local law enforcement 
officers assist in its destruction. 

‘*The state’s eradication program 
has been a great help to us here in 
Coffee County,’’ said Coffee County 
Sheriff Brice Paul. ‘Five years ago 
we would find at least 5-6,000 plants 
each year, but last year only 95 
plants were discovered and part of 
the decline can be directly linked to 
the state’s program. We had a 
trooper fly around the county for two 
days recently and he spotted only 
three plants, with each plant being at 
a different location, so you can see 
that the program has had an 
impact!"’ 

“It would be foolish to think that 
because we discovered only 95 
marijuana plants during 1987 that 
the growers had quit growing the 
stuff in Coffee County,’’ added Paul. 
‘*They are planting less, but they are 
learning to hide it better, and many 
growers are beginning to move their

operations inside to barns or chicken 


houses. 

“They are becoming more and 
more cautious every year because of 
the program and because of the 
violence that has begun between 
many of the growers themselves. 

‘It’s obvious that the number of 
plants being grown in the county is 
down from years past, but we know 
it’s still around, and as spring nears 
we'll be on the lookout for any 
unusual activities and actions by 
small farmers, or would-be 
farmers."’

use. If no bidder makes an offer for 
the materials, city crews -will tear 
down and remove the building. 
Council members were unanimous in 
their decision to demolish the 
building. 

Mayor Bob English said he would 
like for the council to consider paving 
the vacant lot adding the necessary 
lighting and opening it for use as a 
free public parking lot for people 
who car-pool to out-of-town jobs. The 
council made no decision on that at 
this meeting. 

Council members were presented. 
copies of a petition to allow fire chief 
Loyd Driggers to take the fire chief 
car home on nights and weekends. 
The petition noted this would allow 
him to respond quicker and keep in 
constant touch with other volunteer 
firemen responding to the fire. 
English told council members that 
Chief Driggers had been doing this 
some already, but it was stopped 
when noted it was without council 
approval. The city council voted 
unanimously to allow Driggers use of 
the fire care on nights and 
weekends, 

Bills totaling $14,800 were 
approved for payment. They 
included gas and oil at $2829; $900 
materials and paint for ball park 
bleachers; $1846 insurance on 
buildings at the park; $2931 repairs 
on the front-end loader, and $755 for 
repairs on the back hoe. These five 
items totaled $9261 of the bills, 
according to Mayor English, 

English told the council that 
patching of potholes in the streets 
was held up because of the cold 
weather and the closing down of 
asphalt plants. He said also that the 
Alabama Highway Dept. was 
helping with engineering on a 
sidewalk along Claxton Ave. to the 
hospital. Also there is hope that the 
state will help fund this project. 

The council is looking into the 
possibility of doing some work on the 
levee for the benefit of joggers. 
English also told cuuncil members 
that the Water and Electric Board 
would be asked to help by furnishing 
lighting for this area. No details were 
given on exactly what area this 
would involve.

Rental business charged with 


distribution of obscene works 


The manager of a local movie 
rental business was arrested last 
week and charged with the distri- 
bution of obscene works after a tape 
rented at the business was deemed 
to be obscene by a local judge. 

According to an official at the 
Elba Police Dept., a citizen filed a 
complaint on Tuesday, Jan, 5, that a 
tape rented at the Movie Gallery, 
located on Court St, in Elba, con- 
tained alleged obscene material. 

Local police reportedly had a 
civilian rent the tape in question and 
it was taken to the district attorney's 
office and later viewed by District 
Judge Tom Head, who deemed the 
video to be obscene in nature and 
issued a search warrant to local 


authorities. 

Police officers entered the 
business at approximately 11:30 
a.m, on Wednesday, Jan. 6, to 
execute the warrant, but found no 
other alleged obscene video tapes at 
the business. The manager was 
arrested following the search on the 
charge of distributing obscene 
works, which is a Class A mis- 
demeanor carrying a jail term and up 
to a $10,000 fine. 

It was reported that the alleged 
obscene video tapes were kept under 
the counter at the business, out of 
view of customers and could be 
rented only upon request; however, 
the manager denied the charge and 
the existence of the tapes.

Mrs. Chancellor was the former 
Edna Corine Phillips. Mr. 
Chancellor was employed as a 
sawmill worker. 

The four sisters and two brothers 
of Miss Inez, all of whom are still 
living, with the exception of one 
brother, an infant, Harold Edward, 
who lived only a few days, are: 

Esther Pearl Bryan, who resides 
with her husband Ted in Rutledge; 
Edna Morrell Hughes, who lives in 
Brantley with her husband M.H.; 
Mary Elizabeth Andrews, who 
makes her home in Mobile, and 
whose husband Remus is deceased; 
Ethel Sybil Pinckard, who lives in 
Brantley with her husband Coston; 
and James Lawrence Chancellor who 
lives in Montgomery with his wife, 
the former Miss Ruby Adams. 

On Aug. 26, 1946, Miss Inez wed 
Mr. Raymond E. Knighten, who was 
born in Pike County, around the 
town of Ramer, July 30, 1913. He 
was one of 14 children sired by his 
father, Bob Knighten, from three 
marriages. Mr. Raymond’s 
mother’s name was Lillian Corine, 
and she and Mr. Bob had six 
children, including Mr. Raymond. 

The 14 children of Mr. Bob are all 
living, with the exception of one son, 
Shelton, who, until his death, lived 
in Georgia with his wife Catherine. 

The five children of Mr. Bob and 
Miss Lillian Corine are: 

Margaret Hall, who resides in 
‘Rutledge and whose husband Joe is 
deceased; Addie Mae Sipper, who 
lives in Rutledge with her husband 
Jim; Joe Knighten, who lives in 
Brantley with his wife, the former 
Naomi Folmar; Jr. Knighten, who 
lives here in Elba with his wife, the 
former Louise Farmer; and John 
Knighten, a resident of Bradleyton, 
with his wife Jo. 

The remaining eight children of 
Mr. Bob are: Hazel Massey, a 
resident of Huntsville, with her 
husband, Waymon; Frances Bryan, 
who lives in Hunisville and whose 
husband Carl is deceased; Sara 
Estes; the aforementioned deceased 
Shelton; Tommy, a resident of 
Florida; James, a resident of Florida; 
Bobbie Nell, who makes her home in 
California, and Jimmy, who makes 
his home in Georgia. 

Mr. Raymond was a truck driver, 
transporting logs to Georgia, Florida 
and Mississippi. He passed away 
July 30, 1977. 

When we commented to Sue, 
on what a coincidence it was that he 
was born and died on the same 
month and date, she told us 
something even more unusual - he 
entered the hospital the 7th month, 
7th day, in the year 1977, and was in 
room #7! 

We asked Sue if perhaps she was 
one of seven children and she 
laughed and said she was an only 
child. 

Sue is married to Douglas 
Armstrong, a native of Bluff Springs, 
and they reside in Elba, She is 
employed with Kleinert’s and 
Douglas is a construction foreman. 
They are the parents of one son, 
Chris, who is 15 years old and is a 
tenth-grader at Elba High School,

Miss Inez is lovingly called 
‘*Me-Ma’’ by her grandson and Mr. 
Raymond was ‘‘Pe-Pa’’ to Chris. 

Miss Inez has had an interesting 
and varied life, having held several 
different jobs during her lifetime. 
Sue told us that at one time Miss 
Inez worked for a lawyer in Luverne 
by the name of Sintell; she was a 
substitute teacher in Brantley; and 
laughing, Sue said she recalled her 
mother telling her one time she was 
picking velvet beans and she thought 
to herself, ‘‘There’s got to be a 
better way to make a living,’’ so she 
started working at the Alatex in 
Brantley. Sue said this was probably 


around the year 1945, and she 
worked there until 1966 when she 
quit. 


Through the years, on the side, 
she did income tax for people, and 
Sue told us, ‘‘If anybody ever had 
any trouble getting their Social 
Security or VA benefits. they always 
came to Mama, ‘cause she knew 
where to go and who to see about 
getting it!’’ 

In 1964, Miss Inez got her 
florist’s license and quoting Sue, 
“She really enjoyed working with 
her flowers -- she did lots of 
weddings and loved doing them! She 
worked out of her home in 
Brantley.’’ 

In 1978, Miss Inez went to work 
as a bookkeeper at the Goodwill Day 
Care Center for Adults in Brantley 
and worked there until it closed in 
1983. 

Miss Inez’s mother died fairly 
young, leaving her, as the oldest 
child, to care for her younger sisters 
and brothers. And, Miss Inez, to her 
credit, did exactly that. She said her 
mom worked and sent all of them to 
school and they all graduated from 
Luverne High School, Isn't that 
great?! 

Miss Inez’s father, ‘‘Dutch,”’ 
lived with her and Mr. Raymond 
until his death in 1961 and she also 
cared for Frances, her husband’s 
sister, who lived with them, until her 
marriage. 

We made the comment to Sue 
that Miss Inez with all that 
intelligence, hustle, energy and 
initiative she possessed, no telling 
what she might have accomplished 
(or become - perhaps the first lady 
governor?!) had she had the oppor- 
tunity available to most teenagers 


today - that of attending college, 
what with grants, scholarships, 
student loans, etc. Sue readily 
agreed, 


Miss Inez’s home church is Mt. 
Zion Baptist located in Brantley. 

Sue related to us that Miss Inez’s 
favorite flower would be ‘African 
violets -- really tho, she loved any 
flower;’’ her favorite colors ‘green 
and yellow;’’ favorite season ‘‘fall;’’ 
favorite holiday - ‘‘no particular one, 
all of them, I guess;’ food - ‘‘catfish - 
she loves catfish; but she likes 
anything to eat, especially sweets;”’

and her hobbies - ‘‘working with 
flowers - she had a ‘green thumb.’ 
She grew some of the prettiest 
flowers in her yard in Brantley. She 
used to like to sew and made 
everything I wore. 

“She loved to read. She used to 
love to come to Mississippi and visit 
us when we lived in Gulfport. She 
and I went through Hurricane 
Camille together in 1968. After that 
she’s always been scared of bad 
weather.’’ I can definitely see why! 

A personal aside -- I remember 
where I was when Hurricane Camille 
struck -- Jetey and I were in Red 
Level because Jimmy was at Camp 
Shelby at National Guard summer 
camp and we were staying with my 
parents for the two weeks; I was 
expecting - naturally; one of the 
several summers I was ‘‘enceinte!’’. 

I recall his saying it was an 
unbelievable sight -- yachts and 
boats up in trees, huge, 100-year-old 
trees completely uprooted and lying 
in the middle of the roads, etc. 

Do you remember where you 
were when Camille struck? 

Laughing, when I asked Sue if 
there was anything else she wanted 
to add to this article about her mom 
and see in black and white, she 
quickly said, ‘*Yes, my goodness! Be 
sure to mention that she’s had toy 
Dachshunds for the last 14 years and 
the two she had at the time she was 
admitted tothe nursing home, which 
I now have, she loved better than 
anything! She called them her 
‘young’uns’! She’s had _ Bridgett 
seven years and Tidbit (Bridgeit’ss 
puppy) for four years.’’ 

Miss Inez was admitted to the 
nursing home Dec. 4, 1987. 

We asked Sue to describe her 
mom for someone who didn’t know 
her, and she had the following good 
things to say about her: 

“She was always a real outgoing 
person and loved people. She was 
always busy doing something; she 
was a very smart person, easy-going, 
patient; but when she set her mind to 
do something she intended to do it!’’ 

When we asked if she or her 
father were the disciplinarian, she 
chuckled and replied, ‘‘Mama would 
break a switch, but she rarely had to 
use it, She always talked to me - that 
worked better than a switch.”’ 

From the above we get yet 
another lovely picture of, as I like to 
call them, America’s ‘‘unsung 
heroines,”’ 

Hope you enjoyed meeting Miss 
Inez via these pages as ¢nuch as we 
did, and will try to visit her and the 
others at the nursing home real 
soon! ,

ANSWERS TO YOUR 
BIBLE QUESTIONS 


QUESTION: 


What is the significance of the 
vinegar Jesus first refused, and then 
drank, as He was crucified? 


‘BOB PRICHARD 


Matthew tells us, that as Jesus was taken to the cross, ‘‘They gave 
him vinegar to drink mingled with gall: and when he had tasted 
thereof, he would not drink’’ (Matt. 27:34). Mark describes the drink 
offered to Christ as ‘‘wine mingled with myrrh’’ (Mark 15:23). What 
Matthew and Mark were describing was a cheap Roman vinegar wine, 
which had a drug mixed in to dull the senses. It was the custom for a 
man undergoing crucifixion to be offered this drugged wine so that he 
might more easily endure his cross. Jesus refused the wine, apparently 
so that He would be able to undergo His suffering with a clear mind. 

As Jesus neared death, he said ‘‘I thirst’’ (John 19:28), Great thirst 
was one of the natural physical effects of dying on the cross. David 
predicted this in Psalm 69:21, where he said, ‘‘They gave me also gall 
for me meat; and in my thirst they gave me vinegar to drink.’’ John 
recognized that Jesus said, ‘I thirst,’’ ‘‘that the scripture may be 
fulfilled.’’ And in fulfilling this prophecy, Jesus demonstrated his 
humanity. One of the heresies of the end of the first century, was that 

esus was not really a man, But in his description of Jesus, John 
lemonstrated that Jesus was truly a man, and truly deity. 

‘*Now there was set a vessel full of vinegar: and they filled a spunge 
with vinegar, and put it upon hyssop, and put it to his mouth. When 
Jesus therefore had received the vinegar, he said, It is finished: and he 
bowed his head, and gave up the ghost’’ (John 19:29-30), Jesus was at 
the point of death, and wished to say His final words. His parched lips 
and throat needed moisture, so he accepted the vinegar. 

It is significant as to how the vinegar was offered to him, The 
vinegar was placed on a sponge on hyssop, and then put to His mouth. 
Any Jew who heard the word hyssop would immediately think of the 
night of the Passover when a perfect lamb was slain, and his blood was 

ut on the door post, so that the death angel would pass over the 
try of the Israelites. Moses had commanded the Israelites, ‘Ye 
shall take a bunch of hyssop, and dip it in the blood that is in the bason, 
and strike the lintel and the two side posts with the blood that-is in the 
bason’’ (Ex. 12:22). It was the blood of the Passover lamb that saved 
the Israelites from death. Here on the cross, the perfect lamb of God 
was giving his life’s blood so that men could be saved. 

His last words from the cross were, ‘‘It is finished.’’ Jesus came to 
serve, and tocarry out the will of the Father. In His life, ministry, and 
death, He perfectly fulfilled the will of his. heavenly Father, and made 
the perfect sacrifice for mankind.

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We’re Halfway There!!!

Will we make it or break it? In 
one week’s time it is determined how 
many of the 34 seniors will graduate 
from Zion Chapel this year. 

There are only two classes that a 
senior is required to take during the 
twelfth year of school - government/ 
economics and English. The other 
courses may be necessary to make 
up credits he or she was unable to 
get in recent years, A student needs 
22 credits to graduate, in addition to 
passing the Alabama High School 
Graduation Examination. 

Each senior must have passed 
two math courses above eighth- 
grade level, four English courses, 
Alabama History, a ninth-grade 
science course, physical education, 
health (which counts as half a 
credit), American History, American 
Government and Economics, and 
biology, before he or she may 
graduate, This totals twelve-and-a- 
half credits. The remaining ten-and- 
a-half are made up of electives which 

’ the student may choose. 

Out of this year's graduating 
class, 20 seniors are now taking 
courses whose credits they do not 
need to graduate. Seven are making 
up required credits, other than 
government/economics, and 
English. 

As first semester comes to an 
end, semester exams are at hand. A 
student may be exempt from the 
exams if he or she has a perfect 
attendance and average of at least 
83, or if he or she has a 93 average, 
regardless of imperfect attendance. 
Scores of these exams will count as 
one-fifth of the student’s semester 
grade, which will go on permanent 
record: 

During the first semester, the 
senior class studied government, 
and will soon make the transition to 


economics during the second 
semester. This will include a study of 
income tax. Mrs. Rachel Bryan 


teachers government/economics. 

In their English class, taught by 
Mrs. Rhonda Brunson, the seniors 
are working on a research paper. 
They have been required to recite or 
read the Middle English version of 
“The Prologue to the Canterbury 
Tales’’ by Geoffrey Chaucer. Their 
research paper must be from 1200 to 
1500 words and is due on Feb. 10, 


Seven seniors have taken the 
American College Test (ACT). Some 
of these scores were 17, 19 and 23. 
Most colleges and universities will 
accept students only with a score of 
16 or above. Several these seniors 
have taken the ACT twice, but none 
of them plan to take it again. 

With the senior year comes the 
purchase of certain items which 
many students look forward to. They 
have the opportunity to buy memory 
albums, graduation invitations, 
thank-you cards, photo albums and 
folders, senior jewelry, senior shirts 
and senior portraits, as well as 
portraits taken in casual clothing and 
cap and gown pictures. 

The class selected their style of 
invitations early in the year, and 
senior and casual portraits were 
taken in October. Cap and gown 
pictures will be taken later in the 
year. ; 

Another expense is the $10 senior 
fee. Senior class sponsor Gale 
Jackson explained that the money 
would be used to pay for graduation. 
Money is needed to pay for printing 
the programs, flowers and refresh- 
ments for the senior tea. The people 
who sing at graduation and set up 
the stage will also have to be paid.

Al. Electric Cooperative Is Sponsoring 
1988 Youth Tour Competition 


Your child or grandchild may 
have the opportunity to participate in 
a week long adventure to the 
nation’s capital, at no cost, if his or 
her essay is selected as a winner in 
Alabama Electric Cooperative’s 1988 
Youth Tour Competition, 

For the past seven years AEC has 
participated in the youth tour pro- 
gram for schools located in the 
co-op’s four municipalities, primarily 
as a tool to help instruct and 
educate: local high school juniors 
about electricity and cooperatives. 

Any 11th grade student from 
Andalusia, Elba, Opp, or Pike 
County High Scool is eligible to 
participate in the youth tour 
program, 

To qualify for the youth tour pro- 
gram students must write an essay 
or short story of three type-written 
pages on rural electrification or 
cooperatives. In addition, each con- 
testant will answer in a single para- 
graph the question: What is the 


difference between an electric 
cooperative and a private power 
company? 


From the essays or short stories 
that are submitted ten semi-finalists 
from each local high school are 
chosen. The ten semi-finalist from 
each school will be awarded an 
expense paid visit to AEC head- 
quarters and the Tombigbee Power 
Plant. In addition, these students 
will receive a youth tour T-shirt and 
certificate for their participation in 
the youth tour competition. 

From then ten semi-finalists, two 
second-round finalists representing 
each high school are chosen. As a 
second-round finalists, the two stu- 
dents will attend the Alabama Rural 
Electric Association’s annual meet- 
ing in Montgomery in late March, 

During the two-day visit in Mont- 
gomery, individuals will join with 
other delegates from across the 
state for tours of historic sites and a 
youth tour luncheon. 

In April, the eight students--two 
from each school--will compete in an 
oral interview competition at AEC 
headquarters in Andalusia, 
Alabama. 

From this final round of compe- 
tition two representatitves will be 
awarded an expense-paid trip to 
Washington, D.C, In Washington, 
the winning students will join with 
over 1,000 high school students from 
around the country for a series of 
tours of historic sites in the nations 
capitol and will also attend seminars 
and programs stressing the impor- 
tance of rural electrification. 

The overall objective of the youth 
tour program is to provide students 
with a better understanding of rural 
electrification and to become more 
familiar with our American history 
and the political enviroment of the 
nation’s capitol, 

The youth tour program is coor- 


dinated by the National Rural Elec- 
tric Cooperative Association, the 
Washington-based national service 
organization of the nation’s 1,000 
rural electric systems, which provide 
electric service to more than 25 
million people in 46 states. It is 
sponsored jointly by NRECA, rural 
electric cooperatives in more than 30 
States, statewide associations of 
rural electric systems and generation 
and transmission cooperatives like 
AEC.

seniors who wish to enter training for 
a trade or occupation.’ 

The program initially had sixteen 
students enrolled and today enrolls 
forty two students which is above the 
State required enrollment. The pro- 

gram has also undergone name 
changes from D.O. to V.IE. to the 
present 1.C.T. (Industrial Coopera- 
tive Training). 

Today the CO-OP program is a 
two-year program offering three 
credits per year for successful com- 
pletion. It is open to 11th and 12th 
grade students who have an occupa- 
tional objective set for themselves; 
that is, those students who are 
seeking an introduction to and 
training in a chosen field. 

The CO-OP program is, as its 
name suggests, a program of cooper- 
ation between the school and the 
local business community. Students 
receive one hour per day of related 
classroom study. This is in the form 
of individualized study guides which 
instruct the student in the theory of 
their chosen field. Students also 
receive in-class instruction in good 
work habits and attitudes, human 
relations and consumer education. 
The CO-OP students spend a mini- 
mum of three hours a day in 
on-the-job training at local busi- 
nesses. This is very valuable train- 
ing, as students are in a real working 
situation, and under the supervision 
of qualified trainers. These local 
businessmen and women are in 
effect, teachers of their trainees, and 
help determine their grade in the 
CO-OP course. 

Local businesses which are cur- 
rently participating in CO-OP train- 
ing are: Big Bear, Busy Bee Day 
Care Center, Dale Moseley Photo- 
grapher, Doisey Trailers, Elba High 
School, Elba General Hospital, Elba 
Nursing Home, Elba Packing Com- 
pany, English Well Drilling and 
Service, Hardee’s, Harco Super

There are many causes for our 
troubled families today. At the same 
time, there are two major factors 
which greatly contribute to these 
many causes. 

One factor is the external and 
artificial support systems which 
encourage dependence on the 
systems and not on the family. The 
other factor is the failure or inability 
of one or more of the family 
members, especially parents, to 
accept responsibility for their 
actions. 

We have said previously that we 
have raised a generation who have 
been encouraged, even taught, to 
depend on outside support systems. 
The ability of a family to develop and 
depend on themselves as a resource 
for problem-solving has shriveled 
due to lack of use. 

While we have taught families to 
depend on these outside systems, we 
have not treated the causes of the 
problems -- we have treated only the 
problem. We are all aware that a 
problem will continue to recur when 
we fail to treat the cause.

Consider the fact that we will 
continue to slip on the skate on the 
stairs causing injury until we remove 
the skate. The cast required for a 
broken bone resulting from the fall 
does nothing for what causes the 
problem; removing the skate from 
the stairs treats the cause. 

It seems the time has come to say 
to families, ‘‘What can you do to 
solve your problems?’’ rather than 
teaching them to leave the skates on 
the stairs while we take them 
somewhere to get a cast on the 
broken bone. It is time families 
learned to remove the skate rather 
than going around it. 

Next week we will look at 
parents’ failure to accept respons- 
ibility for their actions.

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Sen. Shelby states economy is biggest problem 


Alabama Sen. Richard Shelby 
visited Elba last week in his con- 
tinuing effort to visit every county in 
the state and during a public forum 
held at the main courtroom of the 
Coffee County Courthouse told a 
large crowd on hand that the number 
one problem facing the nation was 
the country’s economic condition. 

‘*The number one problem facing 
everyone in this nation is the 
growing problem of economic 
stability,’’ stated Sen. Shelby. ‘‘The 
leaders of today are putting a burden 
on the future work force and leaders 
of this country. 


‘*We as a nation must come to 
grips with spending, and we as 
leaders must come to grips with the 
seemingly never-ending problem of 
governmental spending. We can’t 
just continue to borrow every time 
we need money because we are now 
borrowing money at a faster rate 
than any other nation, and the world 
markets are not confident in the 
stability of the dollar. 

‘We must take drastic action to 
cut spending and stabilize the dollar 
on the foreign market. We can’t just 
keep on selling our natural resources 
to other countries when we need 


funds. There has to be an end.”’ 
Following are brief recaps of Sen. 


Shelby’s views on matters brought, 


forth by those present at the public 
meeting: 


Foreign Aid - ‘‘It is time to take a 
long, hard look at the entire system 
and re-evaluate where we stand with 
many of the nations we continually 
send money to. It doesn’t make 
sense to send money to a country 
that doesn’t support anything we 
may do,’’

Parents question quality of lunchroom meals 


The Elba School Board meeting 
started out very routinely last 
Thursday evening, with approval of 
bills, giving formal approval to a 
previously discussed in-school 
Suspension program, routine 
reports, etc. However, the very last 
item discussed could have been the 
most far-reaching and is surely the 
most talked-about subject. 

The board heard a complaint 
from a parent about the quality of the 
food in the lunchrooms. Mrs. Carol 
Laney noted that French fries were 

. being served three times a week, 
grease and all, in spite of nutritional 
experts frowning on a lot of such 
foods. 

Other complaints had been 
received by board members on the 
general quality of the foods and this 
was echoed by some of the teachers 
present. 

Supt. Bill Crews promised to set 
up a meeting with the lunchroom 
managers and the child nutrition 
program director. ; 

Two board members _ also 
questioned the large surplus of funds 
in the nutrition program. The fund 
carried a balance of $87,045.54 at the 
end of December, which is a 3-month 
operating balance, according to 
Crews, He said this was a 
recommended amount for school 
lunchrooms aiid is audited annually 
by state officials. 

School board members heard 
high school principal Mickey 
McCollough give a report on a 
planned in-school suspension 
program recommended by the super- 
intendent. Students will be required 
to return to school on Saturday 
mornings from 8 until 12. A list of 
Offenses that will merit one 
Saturday, two or three, was 
presented by McCollough. He 
explained this will be educational for 
the students, cut down, or eliminate 
the necessity of suspending students 
from school, help the attendance

record for the students in the 
affected seventh through twelfth 
grades. : 

Volunteer teachers will supervise 
the Saturday sessions and will be 
paid $75 a day by the school board.

Eighth-grade students will be 
going on a field trip in connection 
with their history classes. They will 
make a one-day trip to Lumpkin, 
Ga., to visit Westville, the restored 
town of the 1850's, The trip is 
scheduled for Tuesday, March 1, 
Students will pay $6.00 each plus 
their spending money.

Former county official dies

Highway committee hears requests for work 


The Joint Highway Committee of 
the state legislature held a public 
meeting on Thursday, Jan. 14, at the 
district highway headquarters in 
Troy and heard a number of area 
residents and elected officials speak 
on various needs in southeast 
Alabama. 

Committee Chairman Sen. Crum 
Foshee told the large gathering that 
the public meetings were being held 
across the state in all seven highway 
department districts in an attempt to 
hear the needs of all the people in 
the state and urged everyone present 
at the meeting to be heard. 

Sen, Foshee and Sen. Earl 
Goodwin were present at the 
meeting, as well as Speaker of the 
House Jimmy Clark and Highway 
Director Royce King. 

‘We are all aware of the needs of 
better highways in America,’’ stated 
Sen, Foshee, ‘‘and these meetings 
are a means of getting to the people 
across the state and finding out 
exactly what their feelings are and 
special needs they may have, 

‘Many county and city officials 
call me and tell me to send them the 
tools to have road projects completed 
in their areas, and by tools they 
mean money! There isn’t enough 
money available to do all the work 
needed, so we hold these meetings 
and later determine the greatest 
needs. 

“The state needs more money if 
it is to initiate a major road project 
and the only way to get more money 
is through taxes. Some call taxes 
‘frevenue enhancements,"’ but they 
are taxes no matter what you call 'em 
and everyone must be willing to pay 
additional taxes if the projects are to 
become a reality.”’ 

A total of 24 people testified at 
the meeting, including the mayors of 
Enterprise, Eufaula, Dothan, Troy 
and Greenville, and while Elba 
Mayor Bob English was in attend- 
ance he made no public comment 
during the 2-hour meeting. 

Elba resident Jim Nichols told 
the committee that 34 years ago 
when he was stationed at Camp 
Rucker (now Ft, Rucker), public 
Officials stated that when Rucker 
expanded, Highway 84 would be 
4-laned to the facility; but reminded 
the committee members present that 
the roads leading to the facility are 
Still predominantly two lanes. 

Before completing his brief 
testimony, Nichols stated, ‘“‘I 


support the improvement of 84 in 
Coffee County and Elba as it is now! 
The City of Elba has two of the 
largest industries in Coffee County 
in Kleinert’s and Dorsey Trailers and 
the employees of both deserve top 
quality roads to travel as they go and 
come from work,’’ 

Coffee County Probate Judge 
Marion Brunson stated he was 
“representing the citizens of Coffee 
County’’ and reported that he and 
everyone in Coffee County were 
‘indeed interested in the improve- 
ments of Highway 84. 

‘Highway 84 travels throughout 
Coffee County and goes directly 
through our three largest cities, 
declared Judge Brunson, ‘‘and we 
all want the improvements made to 
the highway and also want the 
highway to remain just the way it is 
with no changes in direction. 

“Highway 84 is an important 
artery to the county and its people 
and we would oppose any change in 
its route,’’ 

Judge Brunson also told the 
committee that Highway 84 between 
New Brockton and Ft, Rucker was 
one of the county’s busiest roads due 
to people working at Ft, Rucker 
using the road as a source of 
transportation and urged the 
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committee to consider widening and 
resurfacing the road as soon as 


possible. 
Two residents of the Macedonia 
Community, located between 


Enterprise and the Ft, Rucker gate, 
expressed concern about the need to 
5-lane the road to Ft. Rucker all the 
way to the Rucker gate. The 
residents stated it was almost 
impossible to get on the road during 
peak hours in the mornings and 
afternoons because of the vehicles 
traveling to work at Ft. Rucker; they 
also requested traffic lights be 
installed toslow down the traffic and 
give residents at least a chance toget 
on the road, 

Enterprise Mayor Don Donaldson 
stated he supported the remarks 
made by the residents of the 
Macedonia Community and agreed 
that they needed relief from the 
heavy flow of traffic on Rucker Blvd., 
and said that he supported the need 
to upgrade Highway 84. 

He stated that he believed the 
people in the state would support the 
additional taxes needed to complete 
the projects and urged the
